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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-50 are pending. 

Election/ Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121: 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a method for generating a mutation in a gene of 
interest by expressing a dominant negative allele of a mismatch repair 
gene and the gene of interest in a cell, classified in class 435, subclass 
455. 

II. Claims 8-18 and 45-50, drawn to a transgenic mammal comprising a 
dominant negative allele of a mismatch repair gene and a method of 
using the transgenic mammal, classified in class 800, subclass 3. 

III. Claims 19-40, drawn to a method for generating a mutation in a gene 
of interest by expressing a dominant negative allele of a mismatch 
repair gene and the gene of interest in a cell and treating the cell with 
a mutagen, classified in class 435, subclass 441. 

IV. Claims 41-45, drawn to a method of measuring mismatch repair 
activity in a cell by assaying the function of a gene, the expression of 
which has been disrupted by introducing a polynucleotide tract in the 
coding region of the gene, classified in class 435, subclass 440. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

The inventions of the groups I-IV are patentably distinct each from the other 
because they are drawn to methods that have distinct steps and use different 
products and reactants. The method of one group cannot be used for practicing the 
method of the other group. For example, the method of group II uses a transgenic 
mammal, which is not used in the methods of the groups I, III and IV. Likewise the 
method of group III requires the treatment of a cell with a mutagen which is not 
required in the methods of the groups I, II and IV. Finally, the method of group IV 
requires disruption of a gene in a cell and the methods of groups I-III do not 
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require this step. Therefore, the methods of the groups I-IV are patentably distinct 
and will require separate search in the patent and non-patent literature. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have 
acquired a separate status in the art shown by their different classification and their 
recognized divergent subject matter, and because each invention requires a 
separate, non-coextensive search, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
